CHAPTER 66.

AN ACT to detach certain territory from the town of Wood
Lake, Burnett county, and to create the town of La Follette.

The people of the state of Wisconsin represented in senate and
as.svmbl y do enact as follows:

Town of Wood Lake defined. Szcrtion 1. All that certain
territory now embraced in the town of Wood Lake, Burnett
- county, state of Wisconsin, do%crlb'd as follows, to-wit: The
east half of township thirty-nine north, of range fifteen west,
and township thirtv-eight north, of range fifteen west, and the
east half of township thirty-eight north, of range sixtcen west,
is hereby set. off and detached from the said town of Weod Lake
in said county, and is hereby created and constituted a separate
town to be known and designated as the town of La Follette, in
said Burnett county.

Apportionment of assets and liabilities; when and how made.
Section 2. The assets and liabilities of the said town of Wood
Lake to be'anportioned to the said towns of Wood Lake and La
Follette, shall bear the same ratio to the whole of said assets and
liabilities of said town of Wood Lake, as the assessed valuation
for the vear 1900 of the taxable property of the above described
detached territory from the town of Wood T.ake, respectively
bears to that of the assessed valuation for the year 1900, of
the whole of the taxable property of said town of Wood Lake, as
shown by the assessment rolls for the said year 1900. On the
fifteenth day of April A. D. 1901, the town boards of the town
of Wood Lake and of the town of T.a Follette shall meet together
at the town hall of the town of Wood Lake and determine what
portion of the jndebtedness legally incurred by the old town of
